2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-10 

A method of measurement having a composition comprising in a method of detection of an analyte 
using an aggregation reaction the steps of using, as a core, a polymer chain segment containing 
repeating units carrying charged groups, using, as a carrier, microparticles comprising, as a brush or 
a shell on the core, a nonionic hydrophilic polymer chain or the hydrophiiic polymer chain segment, 
and after performing the aggregation reaction, processing the aggregate under a condition not to 
cleave biological specific bonds between microparticles in the aggregate of microparticles and not to 
cleave bonds formed through electrostatic interaction is not described in any of the documents cited 
in the ISR, nor is obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
